The application has been amended as follows:

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant's reply 
explicitly presents reasons why the instant claims are patentable over the reference. Refer to the 
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amendment dated 02/12/04 for further details. In particular, the primary reason for the allowance 
of the claims is the inclusion, in all of the claims, of the steps of supplying one part of the 
oxidant to the oxidant inlet means of the fuel cells for reaction to generate electrical power and 
heat; providing a catalytic reactor for promoting reaction of the fuel and the oxidant, supplying 
the fuel to the catalytic reactor and supplying another part of the oxidant to the catalytic reactor 
in an amount less than the stoichiometric amount required for the combustion of the fuel 
supplied to the catalytic reactor, to ensure complete consumption of the other part the oxidant, 
thereby generating a flow of heated and humidified fuel; supplying the heated and humidified 
fuel to the fuel inlets of the fuel cells, for reaction with said one part of the oxidant to generate 
electricity and heat; and supplying the fuel and the other part of the oxidant to the catalytic 
reactor, prior to supply thereof to the fuel cells. The instant application is now deemed to be 
directed to an unobvious modification over the invention patented in patent 6416891 to Condit et 
al.
